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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to Remarks, filed 03/06/2006. 

2. Claims 1-21 are pending in the application. Claims 1, 13, 17 and 21 are 
independent. Claims 1, 5, 13, 17 and 21 are amended. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 03/06/2006, with respect to claims 1 - 

4,. 9, 11. and .13-21. have been fully considered and.are persuasive. The 1 03(a) rejection - - - ■■ - - - 
has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 



Claims 1-12 and 21 still remain rejected as directed to non-statutory subject 
matter. The applicant has amended the preamble of claim 1 , to read "A method of 
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execution by a processor, the method comprising:" however, this amendment does not 
overcome the 101 non-statutory rejection of the previous office action. Merely stating a 
method executable on a processor does not make the claims statutory because no 
more specific disclosure of the claimed "processor", i.e. no computer program, no logic 
circuits. The steps that formed the claimed process are devoid of any limitations to any 
practical application. In the instant application is directed to any and every structure for 
carrying out the claimed functions, and not solely to specific structure. 

Claims 1-12 and 21 are further rejected as being non-statutory because the 
added limitation and original limitations does not in any way further limit the algorithm 
because: _ . _ _ . . 

As per the claims, the language "A method of execution by a processor, the 
method comprising...; and/or "an apparatus comprising; do not transform the claimed 
subject matter into statutory subject matter. The recital is merely a field of use or 
desired end use limitation. The steps that formed the claimed process are devoid of 
any limitations to any practical application. 

Claims 1-12, 21 are further rejected and 13-20 are rejected as being directed to 
non-statutory subject matter because they merely state the term "data" without limiting 
the term to specific field such as speech data or audio data. The term "data" is directed 
to any and all claimed data sets and not solely to a specific set of data, directing the 
claims to non-statutory subject matter.
